Tae Memorial from Chang P'ei-lon 
which we publish iu another column is 
in the old, ill-informed, anti-foreign 
style, ‘Western nations are improving 
their armaments and they intend to take 
the whole of Asia ; England has seized 
Hongkong, the Russians have taken 
‘Viadivostock, the Japanese haveannexed 
Linchin and the French are in posses- 
sion of Aunam. The Memorialist is 
therefore of opinion that certain ad- 
ministrative and executive changes 
should be made in the affairs of the 
navy. A high officer should be appointed 
whose duties would be something simi- 
Jar to those of the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, and the Emperor should 
requis ion from the seven coast pro- 
es the funds necessary to support 
naval defence, estimated at ten 
8 of taels, with some hundreds of 
millions as a reserve fand. Now, wo 
shall uot stop to examine the proposed 
scheme of naval reform. Like almost 
all similar Chinese papers it reads 
fair and specious, and the suggestions 
contained in it have a wise and 
patriotic air about them and commend 
themselves to us, Bat the car 
them into effect would test the al 
and will of the strongest official in China, 
and we are afraid that we are not likely 
to see the | affairs of the empire 
vested in the hands of one competent 
officer. If the Peking Government 

















689 | could be induced to place at the head 


of the navy a foreigner of high stand- 
ing in his profession, a man in whose 
honour and professional ability fall 
trust could be placed, the end which 
Chang P'ei-lun has-in view would be 
accomplished, if that bo possible with 
the materials of which the Chinese 
naval service is composed. And in do- 
ing this China would be following the 
example of several other nations who 
have availed themselves of foreign skill 
in the construction of s naval system. 
This matter really presses, for a “ First 
Lord” with wide powers and personally 
of the highest character is a necessity, 
to introduce order into the affairs and 
put an end to the waste and corruption 
which now exists in the Chinese navy. 
A great deal will have been done if Li 
Chung-t'ang and Tseng Kuo-ch‘van 












report to the Throne on the necessity 
for such an appointment. 

It may however be open to doubt 
whether the memorial of Ohang P'ci- 
Ian owes ite origin to searchings 
of heart- on bis part, or is merely a 
political paper intended to reanimate 
the people with hopes of what their 
rulers will do next time they have & 
misundorstanding with a foreign Power. 
Bat a Memorial to the Emperor from 
an official in the Board of Works, 
which appeared in the Peking Gazette of 
28rd May, has a thoroughly genuine 
Jook about it. The Moemorialist seta 
out with the incontrovertible statement 
that tho present is a timo of groat 
difficulty, “The Revenue has fallen 
off, and every means should bo con- 
sidered of bringing prosperity to the 
Empire and enriching the people.” To- 
accomplish these desirable objects, the 
Memorialist makes eight suggestions to 
the Throne. The first is to inorease 
the price of salt in all the provinces by 
two cash a catty, which ho estimates 
should bring an “increase of revent 
of some tens of millions.” Secondly, he 
proposes that those officials and others 
who were able in former times to pur- 
chase rank at reduced prices, should 
now be called on to subscribe a certain 
additional sum within a given time. 
This peculiarly Chinese suggestion is 
likely, its author thinks, to realize 
“many millions of taels.” The third 











7 | proposal is that opium produoing lands 


should be taxed. In support of this 
the Memorialist pays that the probibi- 
tion of poppy cultivation is leading to 
a steady diminution of local production 
of opium, which, we may say in 
passing, is contrary to all the evidence 
we have received from other sources. 
Foreign opium should also be taxed 
“5 per cent., in all Departments and 
Districts situated at a hundred Ui from 
a native or foreign maritime Onustom- 
house.” The Government, it is sug- 
gested, should legalize the growth of 
the poppy, compensating itself for the 
violence it would thereby do its feel- 
ings by taxing tho Jand on. whioh 
poppy is grown twenty times the 
amount of the ordinary land tax. 
Additional likin” should also be levied 
‘on tobacco, and the land on which the 
soothing herb is grown should be 
taxed five times the ordinary land tax, 
‘The fourth suggestion is in favour of a 
development of mining of all kinda.

A fow days ago Mr. Ezokiol 
mued him at the Mixed Court for rent due 
to Mr. Sassoon, and obiained a judgment 
to the effect that he should be allowed to 
collect the defendaut’s rents, debiting the 
defendant with all payments for repairs, 
insurances, and go on, and carrying on the 
yearly deficiency which would still romain 
‘Swing to Mr. Sastoon until the defendant 
was able to pay it.

On Friday Mr. Ezekiel, acting 
by the advice of Mr. Giles, again went 
to the Mixed Court to obtain a re-hearing 
of the case, Huang asked what it was 
that tho plaintiff wanted, since he was not 
satisfied with the authority given to him 
by the Court, and Mr. Ezekiel replied 
that if he could not get anything more 
satisfactory than that document he should 
be compelled, in accordance with the 
provisions of the lease, to cancel it 
and r possession of the whole pro- 
erty. After a long argument, Huang 
said, “Rather than you should do that, 
Chao Yi-ding will guarantee to pay you 
all he owes you within a wook.””

coins, notwithstanding the protests of Mr.

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CHINESE OPINION ON THE SITUATION. 
A conviction that the quarrel between 
Frauce aud China is as yet by no mea 
set finally at rest is becoming very 
strong in the minds of the more intelli- 
gent Chinese. here can be no ques- 
tion that many persons regret the terms 
of the Prolimiuary Convention, while 
others, of more warlike proclivities, do 
not conceal their exasperation at an 
agreement which they cousider so detri- 

I to the prestige of China; and 
having regard to the deep.seated dis- 
satisfaction which prevails, it is becoming 
\y more impressed upon those who 
watoh the progress of events and take 
‘an interest in the fortunes of their 
country that no peace can be permanent 
which is built on so unsatisactory a 
The Hu Pao in its issue of 
Saturday Inst enumerated the points 
whioh lead to this couclusion. It is in 
the first place somewhat strange that

SECURITY CHOPS. 
We wish to-day to draw the attention 
of the mercantile community to a matter 
of considerable importance to their 
interests, about which we fear very 
much misapprehension bas hitherto pre- 
vailed. We refer to the ducuments 
known as security-chops; documents 
on the validity of which large sums of 
money frequently depend, but which 
in many instances are absolutely valuc- 
less to those who repose faith in their 
provisions, Now it may be accepted 
faa fact that not one Shanghai mer. 
chant out of a hundred is able to read 
Chinese ; and the practice now prevail- 
ing imply to accept the assurance 
of their compradores that a given chop 
is “all proper”’—n dixplay of cou- 
fidence whieh, considering the amounts 
at stake, is to say the lenst of it most 
extraordinary. The most that a mer- 
chant feels himself called upon to do 
under such circumstances is to enqnire 
whether the guarantor is a man of 
menus aud respectability, and to see 
that a certain red seal is atlached to the 
document which he is informed is of the 
guarantor’s own affixing. But it ap- 
pears seldom if ever to occur to a 
morchant accepting a document of this 
uature to inform himself how it 
worded, and what it is that the guaral 
tor binds himself to do. It is this 
point which we conceive it to be our 
duty to bring before the minds of the 
public; and though we are aware how 
deep an aversion there is among our 
readers to meet with Chinese characters 
in a leading article, or indeed in any 
other portion of this jourual, we trust 




















we shall be pardoned for offending 
thir eyesight to a small extent on this 
cocasion, seeing that it is impossible 
to express our meaning otherwi 
Now it must be evident to all, that, 
next to the means and position of the 
guarantor, the most importaut thing 
the merchant has to look after is the 
exact amouut of responsibility which 
the guarantor uudertakes to fulfil 
in the event of the guarantee be- 
coming a defanlter. To do this it is 
above all things imperative that, before 
accepting any security-ohop presented 
to him, © merchaut should see what 
characters are used as indicating the 
tenor, the limits, and the uatare of this 
undertaking. And in the first place, 
there is a wide difference betwoon’ 
4% A pao jén, to “seonre the man,” 
and §% $8 pao ch'ien, to “secure the 
money.” The former means simply 
that the guarantor will be answerable 
for the appearance of the defaulter at 
a cortain time—in other words, be goes 
bail for him ; but it in uo sense implies 
an undertaking to be answerable for 
the money, which, on the other hand, 
is certainly implied in the second formu. 
In, Neither phrase, however, ofton 
oceurs in security-chops, which usually 
provide that, in the event of the guaran- 
toe proving a defaulter, a certain action 
will be taken by the guarantor. Bu6é 
what is that action, and bow is it 
expressed? We have no hesitation 
in saying that, did merchants fully 

'd the meaning of this most 
passage in the security-chops 
they hold, they would never Lavo ao- 
cepted them atall. One very favourite 
phraso employed in thia connection is 
FB i Ui chih; and the sentence will 
probably be found to run, “TE the por- 
son hereby secured proves « defaulter, 
I, the guarantor, undertake to Ui chil,” 
—which is confidingly accepted as a 
promise to make good whntevor dofi- 
ciency there may be. Bat it means 
nothing of the kind, All it implies is 
that the guarantor will “arrange” or 
“manage” the affair; and the guar- 
antor’s ideas of an “ arrangement,” 
whatever they may be, will most cer- 
tainly not be found to include the pay- 
mont of avy deficiont sum out of his 
own pocket, Let merchants therefore 
see to it that a proper and adequate 
phrase is used in this conneotion. 
Nothing which does not involve a 
promise to pny should be accepted. 
OE these there is a choice; and we 
strongly recommend all persons ace 
cepting a security-chop, whether for 
a compradore who may fail, or 
debtor who is being pursued, to 
insist upon the employment of some 
such phrase as 1G }% fai luan or Ri fe 
p'ci ch‘ang.

But no such mis- 
lending and slippery expressions ns any 
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aré to Hé corimeided. Many chops 
provide tbat, in ‘the ‘case of default, 
rich-and-sucli aman is “ responsible.” 
Now tlie Chines here is $2 [i] shit 
wén, which really means nothing tore 
than “is to be asked ‘about it,” or 
“referted to.” This is gonerally nc 
cepted as the converse of 9% PH wu 
ahé, which, when it occurs in the same 
document as the former, implies simply 
“nothing to do with” the affaic in 
question, There can be no doubt what. 
ever that ay’ guarantor brought before 
the d@ Court on the ground that 
ho was either {2 fi], or that he could 
not, for some reason or other, claim the 
immunity implied in tho’ formula $& 7%, 
would repudiate the idea that he’ was 
bound to pay the amount that might 
be deficiont; he would unquestiouably 
say that if he produced the debtor, 
aud generally interested hitnself to see 
everything doite that could be doue to 
recover tho missing money, hie had no 
farther responsibility. Even in orimi- 
nal law; whore it is laid down that you 
must’ not dévide a case contrary to the 
lottor of 'n statute, there seems to be no 
objection to taking very great liberties 
with it; ‘and as it is evident that every 
possible: means of torturing all souse 
and value out of a secarity-chop will 
be resorted to by the present magistrate 
of the Mixed Court, it behoves all por- 
sone’ accepting such docametits to see 
that no equivooal expressions are used. 
‘The two we have suggested are the 
best, and we recommend all those in- 
terested in the matter to insist upon 
their adoption 

















THE FORESHORE QUESTION. 
Tae decision of Sir Richard Ronnie 
in the case of Saunders versus Bell 
seems to place the foreshore question 
as between landlord and tenant upon a 
pretty clear footing up to a certain 
point, Mr, Saunders is the tenant of 
Mr, Bell, and, as euch, claimed a right 
to the foreshore in frout of his house 
on the Soochow Creek. His argumont, 
in faot, was Uuat, as such foreshore or 
accretion belonged to the property he 
was routing, all rights over it were 
inclnded in the terms of his lense, 
which secured tohim a “river frontage;” 
and seeing that Mr, Bell had used the 
acoretion for his own purpose, Mr. 
Saunders prosecuted him for trespass. 
The Court has now decided that, while 
any accretion that may be formed in 
front of such a lot becomes the pro- 
perty of the owner of that lot on his 
going through the regular forms and 
paying the stipulated sum to the Chinese 
Government, the tenant hao no rights 
over it in any way, except in so far as 
he can prevent his landlord from bi 
ing upon it in euch a mauner as to 
interfere with his light aud air. That, 
in a few words, is the gist of Sir 
Richard Reunie’s judgment; and it is 
certainly clear enough. Batitis equally 
clear that it scarcely invalidates the 
right of a landlord to build upon such 
@ foreshore as long as he does uot 


























obstrict the light aud ai 
tondnt; ‘and theré seenis ‘nothing to 
prevent Mr. Bell or any other landlord 
fvom' indiilging his architectural taste 
in any direction that pleases lim as 
long as this importaut proviso is con 
plied with, It is by no meaus certain, 
lidwever, that the task would be an 
easy orie. The tenant is in a position 
to say, “Build, by all means, as much 
as you plsase ; but the moment you in- 
torfere' with the view from my windows 
Tehall apply for an injunction to' stop 
you.” In fact Sir Richard's judguient 
is like Portis’s. “Cut your pound’ of 
fies, by all means ; tliere lies your 
knife, freslily sharpened; but if you 
spill a drop of blood, you bring your- 
self under the law.” The landlord 
might consider that a row of godowns, 
uot more than ten feet high, could 
scarcely shut out either light or air 
from @ house every room in which 
would overtop its roofs; the tevant 
might object that the moerest dog- 
kennel would prejudice his view, aud 
sot the law in motion accordingly. 
As regards the more important que: 
tion of the Bund foreshore, we do not 
see that the Judge’s decision affects it 
either way. In the original litle-deods 
of Bund lote, the foreshore, aud con- 
sequontly what is now enclosed, is 
reserved to the public use, the Iand- 
renters having surrendered their claim 
This is endorsed on all the

issued from the Land Office. 
land is Uhus vested iu the Mw 
Council as representing the general 
public, and under present ciroum- 
stances cauuot be touched. There is 
only one firm of the Bund lot-holdere 
who bave not surrendered any claim to 
the foreshore, and they, wo believe, 
have uo title-deeds from auy Consulate, 
preferring to hold their Iand on the 
noquired litles of the Chinese proprie- 
tors rather than sutrender their fore- 
shore as others lave done. But it is 
clear that all this is simply a matter of 
convenience. At present it is no doubt 
in the publio interest that the foreshore 
should be left open; that those who 
live on the Band should have theic 
view of the river, and all the light and 
air they can, Shanghni, however, is a 
commercial place, and if it increnses in 
prosperity and trado we shall fiud it 
more aud more given up to commercial 
purposes, It is certainly possible that, in 
say twenty or thirty years, the Settle 
meuts north of the Yang-king-paug 
will be devoted almost entirely to busi- 
ness houses, aud that, when we have 
railways in the land, people will begin 
to live ont of town, Then public in- 
teresis will require that every available 
spot of ground be applied to building 
purposes, aud no wsthetic consideration 
will be allowed to interfere with the 
utilisation of the fine, broad, and most 
valuable strip of land which is now an 
enclosed green. Under these ciroum- 
stances those who come after us may

DECAY OF CHINESE LITERARY’ ENTERPRISE. 
Owe of the many anoralios, which 
arrest our’ attention in observing th 
social and intellectual life of the CI 
niay be found in the present stato of 
Cliinese ‘literary enterprise, It laa 
often beeii reniarked tliat eight or nine 
hundred yesrs ago the Chinese were 
@ more civilised, more enlightened, a1 





















itis uo less certain that thoy d did onittge 
from savagery arid attain to'a great 
height of montal culture aiid uati 





etainence—which implies’ prog’ 
the most unmistakeable aud admirable 
sort—than’ that they have gince sunk 
into a cotidition of apathy and con- 

éry department of life. 
; ought, however, that 
one excep iow’ ight have beon made, 
China ig tiothing’ if inot literary ; surely 
literature might be expected to have 
contiuued ‘its advatice even though euch 
sublanary iintters as agriculture, srohi- 
tecture, commerce, and navigation were 
allowed to fall into neglect. But lina 
it done 60? kk that it has not, 
aud that any originality of thought or 
style which may once Lavecharacterised 
Ue literary mon of Obina bas long 
since disappeared. We do not wonder, 
therefore, tat the Chinese always 
“hark back” upon antiquity, for it is 
in past ages ouly that we cau look for 
anything bright and attractive in Chie 
nese literature. 

Tt is onsy to illustrate this by # com. 
parison between modern literary enter. 
prise in this country aud that in the 
countries of the West. Putting aside 
the classics, par excellence, of Chinn, 
the Chiuese poiut with pardonnble satis. 
faction to the works of Li T'ai-po, Su 
‘Tang-po, Ta Fa, Han Wén-kang, Ohu 
Hsi, Ou-yang Hein, Sze-ma Ch'ien, and 
others too numerous to mention. But 
have they a single writer, whether 
poet, historian, or essayist, ab the pre= 
sent day whose uame will go down to 
posterity hand-in-hand with any one 
of the great authors we have mentioned ? 
If so, they are singularly reticout about 
him; his books oaunot command a 
very extensive sale. The idea of the 
Chineso apparently is that their lite. 
rature is already so vast, so opulent, 
so inexhaustible in resources that it 
would be a work of supererogation 
to try and add to it—something, in. 
deed, almost akin to a want of filial 
piety. That, however, is uo more than 
an excuse for the utter lack of all ine 
tellectual activity and literary enter- 
prise that now seems to reign in China. 
It is a tacit confession that all the mind- 
stuff of C! has beon used up, and 







































thatallthe Chinese need do now isto feed 
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upon the stores of wisdom bequeathed 
to them by their forerunners. Things 
are diffefent in Europe, A Shal 
and a Milton are, it must be confessed, 
unusoal phenomena; bat there was 
nover au era iu Euglaud’s history richer 
iu literary activity and its products 
than that in which we live. We know 
of no prose-writers of tho reign, say, 
of Elizabeth or Aune, who were greater 
masters’ of vigorous and pure English 
than Ruskiv, Swinbutue, Matthew 
Arnold, and Cardinal Newman, We 
know of no medisval bistotians whose 
names are likely to outlive those of 
Freeman, Macaulay, Green, Alison, and

whote fame will ring louder in the 

ears of posterity thau that of Morris, 
- Sninbarne, Browning, Nounyson, and 
Bat where 
ors of the 
middle-age historians, poots,andessayists 
of China ? Where are we to look for 
any now thoughts, for something that 
has never been said before, in the pages 
of any writer of the present dynasty ? 
There was never a poriod, por- 
haps, in the West when thought was 
more independeut, more active, more 
audacious than the present ; but the 
Chiuese do not seem to have made a 
single stride of importance in philosophy 
since the Christian era, Take, 
ther o 
will be conceded at once that the 
gonerality of Chineso romances are 
befouled with a taint so odious as to 
yonder thomi scarcely fit for anyone's 
porasal. Even the names of some of 
the books ought soarcely to be men- 
tioned, so deeply associated are they 
with the depravity of the contents. Still, 
China bas produced some good novele— 
novels which are a very treasure-house, 
to the foreign student, of knowledge in 
overy department of family, religions, 
ceremonial, aud political existence. 
There is the Hang Lou Méng, or 
Dream of the Red Chamber, of which 
it hae been truly said that the man 
who knows it thoroughly has nothing 
more to learn about China or the 













































Chinese,—for it is an eucyclopoedia in 
the form of a romance. 





whiob as a story is both intoresting and 
pure is the Pin Hua Pao Chien, 
which is very far from being pure, bat 
nevertheless a very charming novel, 
and almost unequalied as a compendium 
of colloquial, chit-chat Chinese.

‘YLADIVOSTOCK. 
Tux letters we publish from time to 





timo from our Correspondent S. 
at Vladivostok present-a lively picture 
of social life in the neighbouring Russian 
colovy. Residents there are under the 
paternal paw of the Russian bear, and 
the powor of the Government is every 
now and then exercised in a way that 
reuders it impossible to ignore its exist. 
ence. Postal arrarigements appear to 
stand very much in need of reform ; 
robberies are not uncommon; the 
authorities ooceasionally show a hector. 
ing and discourteous frout in dealing 
with subjects and citizens of other 
nationalities ; cattle plague is not un- 
kuown, and the influx of emigrants, 
though no doubt calculated to produce 
a beueficial effect in the long run, can 
scarcely be unattended with annoyance 
to the regular inbabitauts, especially 
when, as in a recent instance, they 
bring with them a crop of highly cou- 
tagious disenses, At the same time, 
Vladivostok appears to be a thriving, 
prosperous, and go-ahead place. Steamer 
euterprise is on the increase, and wo 
hear constantly of new buildings being 
put up, new stores opened, and varion 
movements of an industrial and scienti 
fic character set on foot by the 
mts. Like all such unscent com- 
munities Vladivostok will no doubt do 
vory well if the Government will only 
leave it to develop in its own way, 
aud show a liberal and non-interfering 
policy in dealing with private schemes 
for the improvement of the place, 
At present, however, the chief in- 
terest of Vindivostok to residents in 
Shaughai is as a possible health-resort 
during tho summer months. In the 
last letter we published, our Correspon- 
dont acceded to our request to give 
us some idea of the resources of the 
colony from this poiut of view, and th 
conclasion we have arrived at from hi

Living, we believe, is particularly cheap 
in the Russian colony, and if any such 
scheme as we suggest is et on foot, 
whether by a private individual oro 
public company, and worked ont in a 
business-like manner, there seems 10+ 
thing to prevent Vladivostok from be- 
coming a really formidable rival to 
botir Chefoo aud Japan. ‘Thore are not 
wanting indications among some of our 
residents here that they would be glad 
of a change from both those places, if 
ouly they could be sure of finding 
decent uecommodation elsewhere and 
also of being uot altogether cut off from 
regular communication with Shanghai, 
‘The sea-voyage, after all, is not particn- 
larly formidable, aud there scems to be 
ion whatever of the healthful 
and invigorating climate of the northern 
sea-board. The newly-opened ports in 
Corea will soon be entering the field, 
no doubt ; but Vladivostok has already 
got a long start of them, and it is to be 
hoped that iv a couple of years at Inteat 
we shall fiud the place so much im- 
proved as to induce pioncers from 
Shanghai to go thither in search of 
health and recreation daring the trying 
mouths of August aud September. 
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PROGRESS IN COREA. 

Tae affairs of Coren are gradually 
forcing themselves on the attention of 
the public, and any independent testi- 
mony from a foreign source is decidedly 
to be welcomed. Now the greater part 
of the intelligence tliat has reached us 
for months past comes from Japanese 
Correspondents, whose letters, published 
in the vernacular press of Tokio and 
elsewhere, cortainly agree in represeut- 
ing the prospects of Corenn trade in the 
most unfavourable light, According to 
these writers, Corea has no trade, no 
mannfactures, no money; she is a 
poverty-stricken conntry, and the san- 
guine hopes cherished by foreign exploit 
ers of hor resources are doomed to be 
disappointed. It is at the samo time only 
fair to listen to the representations of 
Jess partial witnesses, who give a very 
different account of the budding com- 
merce of Cores, and do not hesitate to 
say that the evil reports conveyed to us 
by the Japanese residents in that country 
are not wholly disinterested. A recent 
number of the Jiji Shimpo, indeod, 
bears testimony to the high obaracter 
of the King, the purity of his adminis- 
tration, and the severity he shows in 
dealing with corrupt officials, Bribery 
appears to have become very prevalent 
lately, and those who are convicted of 
this offence are not only deprived of 
all rank and emoluments, but are 
soundly sconrged into the bargain. It 
would be well if this system could be 
introduced into China, Many of the 
justice-hagglors in vory high pésitions 
throughout the’ Highteon Provinces 
would bo none the worse for a sound 
whipping, and the condition of the 
people under thom would be propor- 
tionatoly improved. According to the 
papor wo quote, -two high Corean 
officials, ono of them no less a porsonage 
than a Governor, have alrondy amarted 
under tho bitch-rod, Of Herr you 
Méllendorff it is anid that he is com- 
ing to epend the summer in Chinn, 
in order to avoid the heats of Seoul; 
it is actually rumoured that be will 
not return to Corea, in consequence of 
the late Ministerial changes, but there 
seems not the slightest ground for any 
such report, In any case, Herr von 
Méllondorff is about to superintond 
the issue of a now coinage, shortly to 
be undertaken by tho Corean Gov 
ment; an enterprise which, as the 
indication of an enlightened and sen- 
aible policy, deserves universal applause. 
‘We have thus done China tho benefit 
of pointing out two things in which 
she might, with advantage to both Gov- 
ernment and people, follow the example 
of her Jate vassal; the establishment of 
& propor coinage, aud the public fagel- 
lation of corrupt mandarins.

‘The prosecution had been reduced to only 
one witness, Mr. Gubbay, with his different 
versions. They were reduced to that by the 
contradiction of Mr. Moore. As farasthere 
was any venom in his evidence, it was, ex- 
tracted by Mr. Jamieson, and they were left

Is it con- 
ceivable? Here is a man who had an 
account with every bank in the place, and 
who had these enormous facilities from the 
Hongkong Bank as long as it suited them 
to give them to him ; here is the t 
shareholder in the Bank, who is, according 
to the theory of the Bank, robbing the 
Bank of ten, or eleven, or twelve thousand 
taels! Gentlemen, I think the idea is really 
preposterous. I think that the Bank that 
was 80 exceedingly facile as to give him 
such a large amount of money on such se- 
curity as that, might well have given hin 
the ten or eleven thousand taels more that 
he got from Monerieff’ and applied as we 
jw. OF course in this ease the bank is 
covered and cannot lose anything. The 
bank js holding on to a large amount of 
Mr. Toeg’s shares, and at the timie they 
refused to transfer these shares held 
securities which more than covered hi 
indebtedness to the bank. The debt is 
now reduced to the sum— 
compared with the fi des ih whidh we 
have been dealing—of Tis.
